I his makes extremely unpleasant reading. 
It indicates that 
ilie average motorist must realize more clearly than ever before 
exact nature of the responsibilities thai rests on his shoulders when he 
starts out for a drive. 
It indicates that state and municipal supervi- 
ion of driving is not nearly stringent enough. It indicates, in fact, that 
we still fail to appreciate the great seriousness of our automobile traf­ 
fic death problem.
